Assisted Irish. Immigrants. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The commissioners of 


immigration at Philadelphia report to the sec- 
retary of the treasury that 16,6C6 immigrants 
arrived there from November, 1882, to June 30, 
1883. Ten parsons were returned to Europe for 
various reasons not specified, and the commis- 
sioners say otf this feature of their work that it 
is "attended with good results, inasmuch as it 
exerts a deterring influence on those who, under 
the laws, should not come to this country. Dur- 
ing March, April and May, 294 Irish immigrants 
who were evicted tenants assisted to come to ihis 
countryaby the British government were landed 
at Philadelphia. OE these the commissioners 
say they were without exception, strong, able 
bodied people and compared favorably with 
other aliens; in fact they were better provided 
for than many of the passengers. They belonged 
qhiefly to agricultural communities and separ- 
ated for-the west, to engage in farming. It is 
presumed they, became good citizens and are 
honest and good working people."

YANKTQN, D. T., Oct. 4.—This is the second 


day of the supreme court session, and the attor- 
neys for the capital commission in the quo war- 
rantp case have'given np notice of appeal from 
Judge Edgerton'a opinion against the commia 
sion. Should an appeal be made it could not go 
into this term without the consent of all the at- 
torneys and the court. The attorneys for the 
commission had thirty da}&' time in which to 
prepare for an appeal, and have not availed 
themselves; of the privilege.

internal revenue lawa for forfeiture of the dis- 
tillery and recovery of $30,000 of unpaid taxes 
made an effort of compromise today to the 
commissioner of internal revenne on behalf of 
his client. The offer is to be a forfeit of the 
distillery -and pay the government $1,000. Com- 
missioner Evans refused the offer and has direct 
ed the district attorney- to proceed with the case 
against Bush and press to trial immediately if 
possible. 


The Owners in a Bad Box. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The supervising insoec 


tor in investigating the cause of the explosion on 
the tug B.obinson at Albany, N. 7., has taken 
the testimony of the engineer of the Kobinson, 
who Was Badly Ecalded. He admits that he 
screwed down the "pop" valve of the boiler be- 
cause it was out of order and blew loo easily.

The fCain in Bisniarck. 


No atmospheric change was ever welcomed 


with such general satisfaction as that which was 
experienced in Bismarck yesterday. The clouds 
of duet which had been filling the eyes and 
lungs of pedestrians for several days were 
buried beneath the pure crystal drops of water 
and the dry unwholesome (condition of the air 
was changed to a cool, refreshing state. The 
greatest benefit to be derived from the rain is 
that to the farmers, whose lands have been so 
extremely dry that plowing was very undesira- 
ble if not impossible. A TRIBUNE reporter was 
told by an experienced farmer that a vast 
amount of "the fertility of the soil was being 
wasted and destroyed by the plowing which was 
in progress before the rain. No sooner would 
the rich black loam be overturned than the 
wind would transform it into dust and carry it 
to the furthermost ends of the earth. In fact a 
majority of the husbandmen of Bnrleigh county 
suspended plowing operations on account of its 
disagreeable and unprofitable phazes, and now 
that the rain has been sent like a balm from 
heaven, they may proceed with their work with 
pleasure and safety. It is a well established 
fact that a great portion of j the plowing in the 
Missouri slope can be done in the spring and 
yet allow sufficient time for seeding and har- 
vesting. Here on the high, undulating land 
the frost leaves the soil at least two weeks 
earlier than on ths low, level spots where waier 
settles and freezes, and it is also a notorious fact 
that the early sown grain here has not yielded 
as largely as those fields which received their 
seed one or two weeks later, for the reason that 
the hot winds so disastrous to grain do not in jure 
the wheat until it has headed, and the cereal 
which is late soon escapes their blighting influ- 
ences.

ness was called by that spacious title "the great 
northwest" has been brought close to the reat ot 
the world, and that its products call forth the 
wonder and admiration of all. 


The specimens of wheat that are eihlbited are 


many and their qualities are various. There is 
no such thing as dummy heads, and Ohio farm- 
ers express themselves as very much surprised 
at the splendid grain which is exhibited. 


But the road, which it must be remembered 


is two thourand inilea ia length, runs through 
some of the most magnificent grazing country 
in the worid, and the grasses which have been 
sent to Cincinnati are not less .interesting than 
the samples of wheat. There is1, timothy, the 
head? of which are eleven inches lonp, and 


which must bs confessed isjas good as>nything 
that ever came from the Ohio valley. 


Milletjand Hungarian grass are more than 


usually fine, and the specimens shown are ex- 
cellent, A novelty to the people of the east ia 
the bunch grass that grows most abundantly in 
Montana, and sods of which are displayed, show- 
ing therexact manner of growth. Ic is famous 
the world over, as being one of the most nutri- 
tions grasses known to man, and it possesses the 
unique quality of .turning into the most perfect 
hay. just as it stands. Cattle take to this grass 
very kindly, and grow fat on it, and the beauty 
of it is, that the farmer is never obliged to cut 
and cure it, as,i8 the case with ordinary varie- 
ties. Side by side with the bunch grass is the 
buffalo grass, that covers all the plains -with a 
soft and yelvety carpeting, and which also is 
noted for its nutritive qualities. In Dakota the 
tender grass, as it is called, is found everywhere, 
and excellent specimens of this can be seen. 
Many of these grasses are entirely new rto tha 
farmers of£this vicinity, and they are very anx- 
ious ta know the qualities of the. various varieties. 


Thus far only the wheat and grasses have been 


mentioned, but barley, rye, oats „ and other cere- 
als flourish equally well. In one sheaf of oats 
the straw is seven feet long, and is noticeably 
thick and vigorous. The country is* not so well 
adapted to corn, but the flint and hard Dent va- 
rieties are'grown with great success. In fact, it 
really seems as if what is believed to be a cold 
and uninviting desert has been made to blos- 
som like the rose and to be, after ail, a land 
flowing with milk and honey. 


But the vegetables are positively beyond com- 


parison. They far excel all others of their kind 
that have ever graced the eight connty fairs in 
this locality. There are squashes,, that weigh 
over 100 pounds; 
beautiful white parsnips 


twenty-seven inches in length; potatoes'that'ore 
monsters, and as perfectly formed and clean aa 
can be imagined; rutabagas, turnips,carrotf„ 
cabbages, cucumbers and even watermelons. 
These vegetables come from northern Minnesota 
and Dakota, and principally from the counties 
of Cass, Ransom, Barnes] Stutsman, La Monre, 
Burleigh /Morton, Stark and Billings. 


Ex-President Hayes, as isrwell known, has a 


farm in Dakota, and_there arc several of its pro- 
ducts on exhibition. There is some flax seed, 
which is far above the average, and oats which 
come from the broad acres of Rutherford B., 
and from their excellence it must be granted 
that he is a pretty good farmer. But it worild 
be simply a rept.., i->n of commending adjectives 
to refer to the samples of flax, beanl, peas, buck- 
wheat and hops which are shown, and which are 
all of unqualified.excellence. 


Those haviag'the exhibition in chargejhave 


done their work well, and its arrangement is as 
handsome and attractive as can_well be imag- 
ined. The -heads of great ..bnffald bulls, elks, 
aeer and , mountain sheep grace £the walls and 
arches, and the straw apd [sheaves of grain are 
woven in fanciful designs. On the several arches 
which run down rtheflength of the'corridor, are 
mottoes as follows: 'The Great Grain Belt," 
"Vast Grazi ng Ranges, Forest Regions, Mineral 
Districts and Best Farming Lands." Overhead 
are arranged the words in graceful loops, "Min- 
nesota, Dakota, Montana, Idaho, Washington 
and Oregon," thus reminding^ the visitor how 
many hundreds of miles the specimens which he 
sees before him huve come, and what a vast and 
practically limitless territory the North Pacific 
has opened. As has been said, it IB one of the 
great displays, artistically, in point of interest, 
in point of valuable informatiorr- and in every 
other respect, of the exposition. It is something 
whose like has never before been eeen in Cin- 
cinnati, and it will long be remembered.

THE New York Tribune correspondent 


who was -with the Villard party writes 
thus to his paper: 


Colonel William Thompson, formerly of the 


United States army, who was the first to enter 
for a homeatead^when the land office was "estab- 
lished in Bismarck, spoke enthusiastically to- 
day of the fertility of the soil along the river. 
He says, however, that this rolling prairie conn- 
try may in its natural state be justly termed a 
sub-arid region. Some of it owes its aridity to a 
lack of sufficient rainfall. That is the case 
along the east side of the most elevated portions 
of the rocky mountains through Western Kansas 
and Nebraska, eastern Colorado and northwest- 
ern Texas. There the vapor wafted eastward 
from the Pacific is all precipitated while paus- 
ing over the elevated mountain ranges, leaving 
a hot, scorching wind. 


In this part of Dakota, however, Mr. Thomp- 


son says the aridity is not caused by a lack of 
rainfall so much as by other circumstances. 
During four months, April,May, June and July, 
the annual rainfall averages about twenty 
inches, and this has been found ample for the 
maturity of the usual crops, after the land has 
been broken for a few years. In August and 
September there is usually a small rainfall 
which aids in maturing the crops. In the con- 
dition of tha soil here o'ur-5 
it is broken fo 


cultivation, the rainfall soon evaporates with- 
out penetrating the ground for a single inch in 
depth. But by breaking and cultivating tha 
ground this condition of impervipusness is de- 
stroyed, and most of the rainfall runs into the 
ground out of the reach of the evaporating 
winds. This tends to localize the rainfall, and 
to give the soil a nutritious moisture increasing 
the dews and having a beneficial effect on the 
climate. This fact, in connection with the pre- 
vention of prairie fires and the growth of tim- 
ber, will undoubtedly serve to reclaim all this 
immense area and make it as fertile as any 
other soil in the country. 


Colonel Thompson says that foil ten years he 


has been engaged in growing vegetables, in 1873 
at the post garden at Fort Bice, in 1874 at Fort 
Abraham Lincoln, and since that time at his 
homestead north of Bismarck. He s iys that he 
baa produced uniformly good cropa of all the 
cereals, grapes and ordinary garden vegetables. 
The samples at these products^fxhibited at Bis- 
marck, Jamestown and numerous other places 
where the train has stopped certainly equal if 
they do not excel anything of the kind to be 
seen in western New York. " 


Colonel Thompson is a veteran "boomer"— 


that is what he is termed here. The "boomers"i 
and "rustlers" are met _ at every station, and 
occasionally a "tenderfoot." 
The "boomers tell 


growth and 
the moat wonderful stories of the 
development of Dakota, and the opportunities 
that are offered on every hand to get rich. And 
they do not talk in general, but particularize 
and give numerous instances at every place of 
how men have made fortunes here by taking np 
land. A member of the excursion party can 
hardly step off the train before he meets one of 
the enterprising "boomers." 


The "rustler" is the man who goes to work at 


once, takes the first opportunity and makes the 
beat of it. The "tenderfoot" is the man who 
doesn't swallow all that's told him and hesitates 
about investing. It must in fairness be said, 
however, that few "tenderfeet" hive been seen, 
and they are mostly on the train and not corn- 
pet* nt to speak except from toe very limited op- 
portunities offered for investigation. 


The weather heie is pleasant. It is warm dur- 


ing the day—rather uncomfortable in the after- 
noon—but the, nights are cool* Two heavy 
blankets are needed.

ner-stone tor the new capitol building of Da- 
kota Territory. Bismarck is a specimen of the 
enterprise of the men who are building np this 
country. In 1873 the engineers of the North 
Pacific road decided Jon cropsing the Missouri 
Biver at that place, which led to its settlement^. 
Ths Indians, however, were uncomfortably near 
to make it a safe place. As late as 1879 Man- 
dan, now a tiny town across ths river from 
Bismarck, wan occupied by Indians, and the 
warlike Sioux there a series of skirmishes, cul- 
minating in a pitched battle with the Bees, a 
branch of the Mandan tribe. ( The railroad was 
built to Bismarck in 1873, but it was not 
operated in winter for two or three years 
later. 


The crash of 1873 seriously interfered with 


the growth of thin country. Bismarck was a 
shipping point on the river, however, for army 
and Indian supplies, and as late as 1878 the 
people here were chiefly occupied ia "freight- 
ing" for contractors. Then they had no faith 
in agriculture. Now Bismarck is a growing 
place of 3,500 inhabitants, with a' large agricul- 
tural country tributary to it. There a-e sub- 
stantial buildings, flour mills, daily newspapers, 
one of which has been published for several 
yean and would do credit to any placa of the 
size. 


One of the interesting sights near the capitol 


grounds is a graveyard filled with the remains 
of men who died "with their boots on," aa the 
inhabitants here state. In the earlier days of 
the plaoe the desperadoes settled their differ- 
ences according to the Virginia custom, and that 
gave rise \yr-the cemetery. The "boomers" 
assert that no person dies here from disease—at 
least hardly ever. And as there are good, stal- 
wart policemen on the streets, they no longer 
die from violence. 


Pioneer Press: Parties have been in Helena 


for the past few days looking over tha situation 
and resources,. Kith a view of constructing a 
railroad from that point to Fort Benton. It is 
stated that the bulk of the stock for the enter- 
prise has been already taken by parties repre- 
senting large corporations, the names of which 
are not given to the public. The road will be 
of standard guage, and whether the line inns by 
the gate of the mountains or through the Prickly 
Pear valley, it -will tonch the great falls of the 
Missouri. 


Mayor Baymond's fine residence on Third 


street is fast approaching completion, and will 
be one »f the neatest in the city. Its site is a 
beautiful and commanding one, from which 
can be seen Fort Lincoln, the capitol and the 
high school. Hot air heating apparatus will be 
placed in the basement, and the most modern 
means of ventilation will be used.

AN ORDNANCE 


Relating- to Obstructing Streets in the 


City of Bismarck. 


The City Council of the City of Bismarck do 
ordain: 
i 


SEC. 1. Tjiat it shall be unlaw ful for any per- 


son or corporation to obstruct any portion of 
any street or alley in the City of Bismarck, or 
to leave any car of other obstructions standing 
in any of the streets in said City of Bismarck 
for a longer period than five minutes at any one 
time. 


SEC. 2. Any person violating the provisions of 
section on6 of this ordinance, either personally 
or as agent or employe of any person or corpo- 
ration, upon conviction thereof before the City 
Justice of I the Peace, shalfbe fined not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars and imprisbned in the County 
Jail until such fine is paid, not exceeding thirty 
days.

GQV. Kidder, as he was then ceiled 


about this time decided to carry out whai 
had for several years been his determina 
tion, to "go west," and in 1857 he removed 
to St. Paul, Minn. No young man, for 
he still ranked in that class, ever left his 
native state with a better record, and 
though his promotions had been f requen 
and honorable in a community -where 
being a "young man" is the next thing to 
"crime," and where the over-crowded 
ranks of older aspirants are ever watch 
ful and ready to ewoop down on the 
promising man with fewer years, he' saw 
with the judgment of a matured lawyer 
and an accomplished scholar and the eye 
of a laubable ambition, a wider field for 
usefulness and well directed enterprise in 
a state net so nearly finished as the one 
'•'good to be boEn iL.:> 


In 1839, while visiting Dakota, Gov- 


ernor 
Kidder was elected 
a provi- 


sional delegate and went to Wash- 
ington in the interests of that almost 
Eutopian region. He appeared before 
the Congressional committee on territo- 
ries, being introduced in a most compli- 
mentary manner by Senator Collamer, of 
Vermont, whose endorsement was never 
given without good cause, and told whai 
he then knew about the land of the 
Sioux. We next find him in 1861 a mem- 
ber of the Minnesota house of represen 
tatives, to which lie was reelected in 
1863 and 1864. In WC5 he was appointed 
an associate justice of the supreme couri 
of Dakota territory, and removed to Ver- 
million; was reappointed in 1869 and 
again in 1873, and resigned on his elec- 
tion to the forty-fourth congress, having 
discharged with great honor to MraseU 
and benefit to the general government 
and the people of the territory the duties 
of that office for ten years. He accepted 
the nomination for delegate to congress 
with great reluctance and only after re- 
peated importunities by personal andpo 
litical friends. -The republican party in 
the territory which was in the majority 
had by division thrown the election of 
the delegate into the hands of the demo 
crats at the two proceeding elections and 
to cure this evil and secure an undivided 
vote Kidder seemed to be the man 
His 
[election by a 
majority 
of 


2,408 votes over Moses K. Armstrong, 
Democrat, a man who had served two 
terms in Congress and eminently popu- 
lar with his party, proved the wisdom of 
bringing Judge Kidder into the; field. 
His redord in the 44th Congress justified 
his re-election to the 45th by a largely 
increased majority. At the close of his 
second term in Congress he was again 
appointed Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Dakota for the 4th judic 
ial district and was reappointed in 
March 1883. He came to SL Paul on 
the 15th of September when the;opera- 
tion from the effects of which he died was 
performed by two of the most eminent 
surgeons in the west—Doctors Eitchie 
and Murphy. Inflammation of the blad- 
der followed and death resulted. It was 
believed by his physicians until about 
noon of the day of his death that he 
would recover as he was of robust con- 
stitution and almost a stranger to illness 
of any sort. 


Judge Kidder was esteemed for his 


ability and integrity by all who knew 
turn, and won honor in every position 
which he was called upon to fill, 
He was one of the most efficient repre- 
sentatives in congress, and never retired 
at night until every letter on his desk 
was answered—until every subject before 
linn had received attention. He never 
?ut off until to-morrow work that should 


done to day. He was genial and in 


all undertakings met-with marked suc- 
cess. 


When the angel of death called he was 


ready, and glad to be relieved of the in 
tense suffering he had endured for the 
past two weeks. He died at the Mer 
chants hotel, St. Paul, October 2d, at „ 
o'clock p. m., CoL Fisk and CoL Wm 
Shelly, life-long friends, who had been 
his attendants during his painful illness 
being present, He will be buried at St 
Paul by the side of his wife and the re- 
mains of his eon, Lieutenant Kidder, who 
was killed by the Indians in the Wachita 
campaign, on Sunday next, the Free 
Masons taking a prominent part in the 
funeral ceremonies. 


APPOINTMENT OF JUSTICES OF 


THE PEACE. 
- 


Some question having arisen as to th 


legality of the recent appointment o 
justices of the peace hi this county, th 
TBIBTTNE interviewed Attorney John E 
Garland on the subject, who states' th 
law on the subject as follows: 


Section 1856 of the organic act of the territor 


provides: "Justices of the peace and all genera 
officers of the militia in the several territories 
shall be elected by the people in such manner a 
the respective legislatures may provide by law. 


By act of congress approved April 16,1880, i 


is provided "that when from any cause ther 
shall be a vacancy in the office of justice of th 
peace in any of the tsrritories of the Unite 
States, it phall be lawful to fill such vacancy b 
appointment or election in such manner as ha 
been or may be provided by the governor an 
legislative assembly of such territory." 


The legislative assembly of Dakota territor. 


by sectionXchapter 22, Political Code, Dakota 
territory, havfe provided that all vacancies in 
county or precinct offices shall be.fifted by ap 
pointmect of the board of county commis 
sioners. 


Section 2, chapter 39, laws of 1879, provides 


that the board of county commissioners of eac 
of said counties (Lawrence, Pennington, Caster 
Grand Forks and Bnrleigh) may at any meetin 
thereof, when satisfied by. petition from th 
residents or otherwise that a justice of the peace 
and constable, or either, should be elected there- 
in, they shall immediately call a special electio 
tor that purpose in such precinct.

Immediately all that region was in an uproar. 


It was formerly called a "howling wilderness.'' 
The first half of that description was verified, 
as it never had been verified before. From the 
river of the Sioux,to the auriferous gulches of 
the Black Hills across the barren uplands and 
alkali "sink holes'.' of the plateau of the Mis- 
souri, over tfce indescribable manvaises terras 
bestrewn with the fossil records of monsters of 
a post-pliocene age, around the wigwams of the 
still untamed barbarians in that section, who 
wondered what the 
was the sudden rumpus, 


among the civilized brethren, reveiberated that 
unearthly yell: 


"Bismarck has fallen!" 
The Dakota yell, (as henceforth it wilt be his- 


torically known) had no reference to any advices 
of mishap to the German chancellor. It meant 
only that Judge, Edgerton, to whom applica- 
tion was made last spring, for a mandamus or an 
injunction (whicheverof these judicial processes 
was considered to be the chief bulwark of lib- 
erty in that region) to prevent the governor and 
the legislature of Dakota from moving the pro- 
vincial capital to the place called Bismarck, hai 
decreed that it could not be done. 


The very meager report of Judge Edgetton's 


decision which has been forwarded by telegraph 
is hardily sufficient for intelligent criticism on 
either its goodness or its badness. 
It is said to 


be based on the postulate that the territorial 
legislature which acts under authority delegated 
by congress, cannot redelegujte that authority to 
a commission outside of its own body, and can 
not name in its owa act, commissioners to 
choose a new seat of government, because they 
must be appointed by the governor, with the 
senate branch of the legislature. If this is the 
only basis of Judge Edgerton'a opinion, there 
is great reason to question its goodness. 


The authority of congress under which the 


local legislature acted is expressed in the follow- 
ing words: "The seat of government of the 
territories of New Mexico, Utah, Washington, 
Colorado, Dakota, Arizona and Wyoming may 
be changed by the governors and legislative as- 
semblies thereof, respectively." 


It appears that Judge Edgerton'a decision, re- 


lates only to the manner of the exercise of this 
authority by the governor and tha legislature. 
They cannot exercise it, he thinks, by agents or 
commissioners not members of the legislative, 
or executive, because that would be a redelega- 
tion of an authority expressly delegated to 
them; nor can the legislature name the agents, 
either within or without its own body, because 
it is the office of the governor to name all pro- 
vincial officers who- are non elective. 


On the first point, the-decision is without 


precedent.' It is an admitted principle of con 
stitutional law, and there are plenty of pre 
cedents to support it that no legislative body 
can delegate to another part of the con titntion 
nor to any other authority the power, cither 
generally or specially, to "enact laws." In other 
words, can not abdicate its own office in favor 
of the judiciary, the executive or any-other 
body of authority. "But this principle ' pai 
Judge Cooley, "does not 7>reclude conferring 
local powers of government upon local powers, 
according to the immemorial practice of our 
race and country, nor the giving to them a. gen 
eral authority to legislate 
on their 
own 


affairs." 
Nor 
does 
the 
principal 


deny to them the right of determining the man 
ner and occasion of their exercise of i=uch sn 
thority, a right which is contained in, because it 
id necessary to, the erercise of the bulhority 
itself. "The sent of government may be changed 
by the governor and legislatiye assembly." The 
act of cwanging the seat of government will be 
an' exercise of legislative power. Must the gov- 
ernor and legislature go into a canrtof chanceiy 
't > inquire in what manner they can-exercise th'at 
power? If so, their cxercite of.it is subject to 
a condition of dependancy on another part ol 
the constitution tint go.es to the very existence 
of the power which has been lodged in the legis 
lative part exclusively. , 


The appointment of a commission to select a 


new place for the sea^ of loaal government, and 
provide the necessary accommodations in that 
place, is not a redelegation of the power to 
changs the seat of government which has been 
expressly delegated to the governor and the leg- 
islative assembly. It is simply a mode of their 
exerciieof it, or rather the employment by 
them, k>f a convenient instrument in exercising 
it. It| is not the commission which has changed 
the seat of local government in Dakota. The 
governor and the legislature have done that by 
enacting a 'aw for that purpose, and designated 
some persons, called commissioners, as iheir 
agents or assistants, in conveying the law into 
effect. 
! 


The opinion that the commissioners have not 


been lawfully appointed because they were 
named in the act, instead of being nominated by 
the governir and a single chamber of the legis 
lature is no more than a mere technical objec- 
tion. The commissioners, who were not ap- 
pointed by the governor and a single chamber 
of the legislature certainly were appointed by 
the governor and both chambers of the legisla- 
ture, by the passage of the act by all three of 
them. Surely an appointment made by the 
concurrent action of all three ought to be as 
good, as 
an 
appointment 
made 
by 


the concurrence of only two. And particularly 
as the special commissioners in this case are 
not of the body ot subordinates of the adminis- 
tration,-in whose appointment congress has given 
the initiative power to the governor, and the 
assenting power to the senate only; but are in a 
particular sense agents of the legislative power. 


For the reasons thus briefly indicated the 


Times is inclined to think that Judge Edgertun'n 
decision was erroneous, and will not hai? upheld 
by the supreme court to which the question will 
be carried. It looks a good deal like an assump- 
tion of what is called "judicial supremacy" by 
some lawyers, and government by injunction, 
or by mandamus by other lawyers'—a method of 
government which is bound to involve,' .in all 
cases, at least one awkward and undesirable 
consequence, in that it brings the different 
parts of the constitution, which ought to be and 
are meanfto be independent of each other, into 


ii nflict with each other. 


It on'y remains to be said that the terrific

Move to Bismarck--Teller's Keply. 


The following correspondence between the 


governoif and Secretary Teller is given in the 
Yuikton Press and Dakotaian: 


OBDWAT'S OBDEK. 


Territory of Dakota, Governor's Office, Bis- 


marck, Special Order: To Hon. James H. Tel 
ler, Secretary of the Territory of Dakota—Greet- 
ing: In pursuance with section eighteen hund- 
red and eighty-five (1885) of the "Organic Act," 
and other United States laws, also an act of the 
legislative assembly approved March 8, 1883, 
entitled "An act to provide for the location of 
the seat of government of the territory of Da- 
kota and for the erection 'of public buildings, 
thereat which act specifically repeals chapter one 
of the political co.de which established the seat 
of government in the city of Yank ton, Yankton 
oanty, also by the express provisions of sec- 
tions 
1, 
4, 
16, and 
17 of. the

and approved March 8,1833, as aforesaid, hereto 
annexed, which provisions of United,States and 
territorial laws have fixed] and .located the seau 
of government and capital of the territory of 
Dakota in the city of Bismarck, at a point de- 
scribed and set forth in the annexed copy of an 
opinion of the attorney general: Yon are there- 
fore hereby authorized, directed and .ordered ts 
remove the office of tho secretary of Dakota 
territory, archives, bo-.ks, records, papers, seal, 
and all public property* in your possession or 
under your control, except the legislative furni- 
ture and territorial library, from the former 
eeat of government at Yankton to the city of 
Bismarck, county of Burleigh, in said territory, 
within fifteen; days fromftbe date hereof, which 
place has become .by operation of .law the seat 
of government and capital of the territory of 
Dakota^'at which place'all ofj.the public offices 
of the territory shall hereafter be kept, and 
where all the sessions of the legislative assem- 
bly shall hereafter ba held and the public busi- 
ness transacted."

the United States treasury for the sum of $250, 
which I have set apart from the contingent fund 
appropriated by congress tolbe used at the dis- 
cretion of the governor for tbis^pnrpose.

Asa swora officer 
of the government I recognize a peculiar ob- 
ligation to regard not only the letter but the 
spirit of the law, and as this decision is the 
law until reversed by a conrt of competent 
jurisdiction I cannot consent to be a party 
to any act which will appear to disregard it. 
I must therefore refuse to comply with the 
order for the transfer

conclusion. I 
have no desire to assist 


m the settlement of the claims of the 
respective towns to capital honors, nor am I 
inclined in the slightest degree, to become a 
party to the controversy known as "the capi- 
tal question." I have endeavored to consid- 
er the matter from a standpoint wholly free 
from personal considerations and in the light 
only of my duty as a public officer. The subt- 
•stance of the order having been made public 
by persons whose knowledge of its contents 
was obtained prior to its delivery to me, and 
contrary to what I should have advised, I 
deem it due to yoQ not less than to myself— 
the matter being.in a certain sense one of 
public concern—that the order and this reply 
to it be published* to the end that neither of 
us be misunderstood. I return the draft en- 
closed for the expenses of the removal, and 
beg to subscribe myself,

The above refusal of the secretary of the ter- 


ritory t^ obey the command.! of the executive 
is indeed surprising, and while it may appear to 
be well grounded,! at first perusal, upon investi- 
gation and consideration it will be seen that the 
secretary has assumed a dignity and haughty in- 
dependence which is extremely repulsive to all 
intelligent and w^ll balanced men. In the first 
plaqe, the governor is required fby the organic 
act to see that all ,;the laws of the territory are 
faithfully executed.

A Beautiful Mirage. 


Those Bismarckians who were fortunate 


enough to have arisen from their couches at an 
early hour Saturday morning were treated to a 
view of one of the most sublime miragean phe- 
nomena ever witnessed in Dakota. It appeared 
in the air to the southward and represented a 
body of water upon whose placid bosom a num- 
ber of boats were swaying, and flitting sails 
sparkled and glistened as the multiferous ma- 
noeverings formed prisims, parallelograms^ or 
crystals in the air. The wonderful aerial scene 
underwent numerous slow oscillations, moving 
from east to west with gradual and barely pre- 
ceptible transition. «Dne very strange feature 
of the picture (which, however, is characteristic 
of a mirage) was the reversed view above, for 
directly over each ship and object on the water 
appeared its exaet duplicate and another body 
of water seemed to hang in unchangeable sus- 
pense from the canopy above. For about ten 
minutes the unaccountable scenic wonder sto<|»d 
in commanding grandeur and the entranced ob- 
server almost imagined himself upon the very 
shore «-f a boundless ocean. Although aware of 
the fact that it was a mere reflection of a lake or 
ocsan hundreds of miles away, as one looked 
out into the depths of the atmospheric depths of 
transparent Tfiheen he could but realize how 
small an atom he was amid the mighty spheres 
of infinitude.

"Aa we have never attempted to count them 


it will be impossible to say. They extend way 
np into the millions though. We shipped over 
three millions out of the ponds this year, and 
there seemed to be as many afterward as before. 
We have nearly every variety of the tront family 
and many bybrida." 


'•You speak of hybrids, Mr. Green. What do 


yon mean by that?" 


"1 have experimented for years in crossing the 


breeds of the various fish and am still working 
upon it. We cross the female salmon trout with* 
the male brook trout and thus produce a hybrid. 
Then we cross the hybrid with the brook tront, 
which gives us three-quarter brook trout and 
one-quarter salmon trout. This makes one of 
finest fishes in the world. He has all the habits 
of the brook trout, lives in both streams and 
lakes, develops vennillion epots on his sides, 
rises readily to a fly, is far more vigorous and 
fully one-third larger than ordinary brook trout 


of the same age. The possibilities of develop,, 
ment in the fish world are great, and we arejrsp- 
idly ascertaining what they an." 


As the man of news 'watched the countenance 


of Mr. Green white he was givi ig the above ac- 
count, he could not but feel that he wad in the 
presence of one of the few investigators who, 
from a rich and life long experience, bring great 
benefit to the world.

A CUIBCNE reporter was 
told by an experienced farmer that' a vast 
amount of the fertility of the Boil was being 
wasted and destroyed by the plowing which was 
in progress before the rain. No sooner would 
the rich black loam be overturned than the 
wind woulc transform it into dust and carry it 
to the furthermost ends of the earth. In fact a 
ma.ority of the husbandmen of Burleigh county 
suspended plowing operations on account of its 
disagreeable and unprofitable phazes, and now 
that the rain has been sent like a balm from 
heaven, they may proceed with their work with 
pleasure anc safety. It is a well establiuec 
fact that a great portion of the plowing in the 
Missouri slope can oe done in the spring and 
yet allow sufficient time for seeding and har- 
vesting. Here on the high, undulating lane 
the frost leaves the soil at least two weeks 
earlier than on tha low, level spots where water 
settles and freezes, and it is also a notorious fact 
that the early sown grain here has not yioldea 
as largely as those fields which received their 
seed one or two weeks later, for the reason that 
the hot winds so disastrous to grain do nut in jure 
the wheat nntil it has headec, and the cereal 
which is late soon escapes their blighting influ- v 
ences.

Fever at San Francisco 


SAN BHANCISOO, SepU 29.—The steamer New-

United States army, who was the first to enter 
for a jomeateac^when the lane, ofice was estab- 
lished in Bismarck, spoke enthusiastically to- 
day of the fertility of the 'Boil along the river. 
He says, however, that this rolling prairie coun- 
try may in its natural state be justly termec. a 
sob-arid region. Borne of it owes its aridity to a 


• lack of sufficient rainfall. That ia the case 


along the east side of the most elevated portions 
of the toc-sy mountains through western Kansas 
and Nebraska, eastern Colorado and northwest- 
ern Texas. There the vapor wafted eastward 
from the Pacific is all precipitated while pass- 
ing over the elevated mountain ranges, leaving 
a hot, scorching wind. 


In this part of Dakota, however, Mr. Thomp- 


son says the aridity is not cansec. by a ac^ of 
rainfall so much as by other circumstances. 
During four months, April, May, June and July, 
the annual rainfall averages about twenty 
inches, and this has oeen found ample for the 
maturity of the usual crops, after the land has 
been broken for a few years. In August and 
September there is usually a small rainfall 
which aids in maturing the crops. In the con- 
dition of tha soil here o: >o 
it is bioken fo 


cultivation, the rainfall soon evaporates with- 
out penetrating the grounc for a single inch in 
depth. But by breaking anc, cultivating thj 
ground this condition of impervionsuess is de- 
stroyed, and most of the rainfall runs into the 
ground out of the reach of the evaporating 
wines. This tends to ooa.ize the rainfall, ana 
to give the soil a nutritious moisture increasing 
the cews anc. having a beneficia. effect on the 
climate. This fact, iu connection with t.ie pre- 
vention of prairie fires anc the growth of tim- 
ber, will undoubtadly serve to reclaim all this 
immense area and make it as fertile as any 
other soil in the country. 


Colonel Thompson says that for ten years he 


has been engaged in growing vegetables, in 1873 
at the post garden at Fort Bice, in 187* at Fort 
Abraham Linco.n, and siuce that time at his 
homestead north of Bismarck. £e s-.ys that he 
haa producec. uniformly gooc. crops of all the 
cereals, grapea ana ordinary garden vegetab.es. 
The samples of these products^lxhibited at Bis- 
marck, Jamestown and numerous other places 
where the train has stopped certainly equal if 
they do not excel anything of the kind to be 
seen in western New York. 


Colonel Thompson is a veteran "boomer" — 


that is what he is termed here. The "boomers" 
and "rustlers" are met at every station, and 
occasionally a "tenderfoot." The "boomers tell 
the moat wonderful stories of the growth and 
development of Dakota, and the opportunities 
that are ozfered on every hand to get rich. And 
they do not talk in general, but particularize 
and give numerous instances at every place of 
how men hava made fortunes here by taking up 
land. A member of the excursion party can 
barely step of! the train before he meets one of 
the enterprising "boomers." 


The "rustler" is the man who goes to work at 


once, takes the first opportunity and makes the 
best of it. The "tenderfoot" is the man who 
doesn't awal.ow all that's told him and hesitates 
about investing. It must in fairness be said, 
however, that few "tenderfeet" hive been seen, 
anc they are mostly on the train anc not com- 
petent to speak except from the very limited op- 
portunities offered for investigation. 


Che weather here is pleasant. It is warm dur- 


ing the day — raiher uncomfortable in the after- 
noon — but the. nights are cool. Two jeavy 
blankets are needec. This morning when we 
were awakened at 6 a. m. by the war-whoop of a

kota Territory. Bismarc^ is a specimen of the 
enterprise of the men who are building up this 
country. In 1873 the engineers of the North 
Pacific road decided Jon crossing the Missouri 
River at that place, which led to its settlement. 
The Indiana, however, were uncomfortably near 
to make it a safe place. As late as 1879 Man- 
dan, now a tiny town across the river from 
Bismarck, was occupied ly Indians, anc the 
warlike Sioux there a series of skirmishes, cul- 
minating in a pitched battle with the Bees, a 
branch of the Mandan tribe. , The railroad was 
built to Bismarck in 1873, but it was not 
operated in winter for two or three years 
later. 


Che crash of 1873 seriously interferec with 


the growth of this country. Bismarck was a 
shipping point on the river, however, for army 
and Indian supplies, and as late as 1878 the 
people here were chiefly occupied in "freight- 
ing" for contractors. Then they had no faith 
in agriculture. 
Now Bismarck is a growing 


ilace of 3,500 inhabitants, with a .arge agricul- 
tural country tributary to it. There a-e sub- 
stantial bnilcings, flour mills, daily newspapers, 
one of which has been published for several 
years and would do credit to any place of the 
size. 


One of the interesting sights near the capitol 


gronnca is a graveyard fillec with the remains 


m«a who died "with their boots on," as the 


Jit ante here state. In the earlier days of 


pla8*e-4he desperadoes settled their differ- 


envfea according to the Virginia custom, and that 
gave rise to the cemetery. The "boomers" 
assert that no person diea here from disease — at 
least hardly ever. And as there are good, stal- 
wart policemen on the streets, they no longer 
die from violence.

The Capital Decision.

'•Bismarck has fallen.'' 
Draw a straight line on the map of America 


from Chicago to the entrance of the strait of 
San tTuan de Fuca, the extreme northwest corner 
of the nation. Follow that line from its initial 
point' on lake Michigan, and it will be found 
to enter a tributary of the Missouri called the 
Sious river. Arrivao. at that point, the traveler 
vri bave no cifficulty in ciscovering an assem- 
bly of one hundrec. and seventeen able bodied 
statesmen 
calling 
themselves, "We, the 


people 
of 
Dakota."

discover 
that 
they 
are occupying them- 


se.ves in 
the herculean task of drawing 


up plans anc. specifications, on paper of an un- 
born politica. corporation, whic i they are nam- 
ing, in advance of its expected airth, the state 
of Dakota. 
Likewise, they are tremendously 


agitated by something that baa happened. Anc. 
if he hat arrived on the 15th day of September, 
1883—a day henceforth memorable forever; he 
at the same moment woulc aave learned anc 
witnessed the cause of that tremendous agita- 
tion. He wonlc have been startled,as all nature 
must have 3een in that distant' region, by the 
extraordinary performance of one of the states- 
men, wjo anc denly arose from his seat, leaped 
upon the tab.e, threw his jat in the ezy, anc. 
yelled like a Comanche ndian: 


"Bismarck has fallen r' 
At the sound of that unearth. 5? yell, a., tie 


other statesman leaped fromtaeir seats, ticked 
over the ceska which stood in front of them, 
threw their jats at the sky, and ye' .ed Like one 
hundred and seventeen Sioux braves in a scalp 
dance. 


"Bismarck has fallen!" 
Immediately a .1 that region was in an uproar. 


It was formerly called a ''how ing wilderness.*' 
The first half of that description was verified, 
as it never had -bean verifiec before. From the 
river of the eioux to the autiferons gulches of, 
the 3lac£ Hills across the jarren uplands and 
alkali "sink ho es" of the plateau of the Mis- 
souri, over tae inaesnbable mauvaises terras 
bestrewn with the fossi records of monsters of 
a post-paooene age, around the wigwams of the 
sti 1 untamed barbarians in. taat section, who 
wonderec. what the 
wai%e sudden rumpus 


among the civilized brethren, revei Derated that 
unearthly yell: 


"Bismarck fans fallen!" 
Che Dakota ye.l. (aa henceforth it will be his- 


torically known) had no reference to any advices 
of mishap to the German chancellor. It meant 
only that Judge I Edgerton, to waom appjcu- 
tion was made last spring for a mancamus or an 
injunction (whicheverof these-"'udicial processes 
was ccnsiceredi to be the chief bulwark of lib- 
erty in that region) to prevent the governor and 
the legislature of pakota from moving the pro- 
vincial capital to the place culled Bismarck, ha 1 
deon ed that it could not be done. 


Ttie very meager report of Judge JSdgerton's 


decision which has been forwardec. by telegraph 
is hardly sufficient for intelligent criticism on 
either its goodness or its badness. 
It is said to 


3e based on the postulate that the territorial 
legislature which acts under authority delegated 
jy congress, cannot redelegfcie that authority to 
a commission outside of its own body, and can 
not name in its owa act, commissioners to 
choose a new seat of government, because they 
must be appointed by the governor, with the 
senate branch of the legislature. If thie is the 
on_y basis of Judge EC gerton's opinion, there 
is great reason to question its goodness. 


The authority of congress under which the 


_ocal legislature acted is expressed ia the follow- 
ing words: "The seat of government of the 
tertitories of New Mexico, Utah, Washington, 
Colorado, Da iota, Arizona and Wyoming may 
3e changec. by the governors and .egislative as- 
semblies thereof, respectively." 


It appears that Judge 3dgerton's decision, re- 


lates only to the manner of the exercise of this 
authority by the governor aad ths legislature. 
They cannot exercise it, be thinks, by agents or 
commissionera not members of the legislative 
or executive, because that wudc be a redelega- 
tion of an authority e^Hessiy delegated to 
them; nor can the legislature name the agents, 
either within or without its own body, because 
it is the ofice of the governor to name all pro- 
vincial officers who- ore non elective* 


On tje first -join-., tae ' c.ecislon is without 


precedent. It is an admitted principle of con- 
stitutional law, and there are plenty of pre- 
cedents to support it that no legislative body 
can delegate to another part of lha con titntiuc, 
nor to any other authority the power, cither 
•generally or specially, to "enact laws." In other 
words, can not abdicate its own office in favor 
of the judiciary, the executive or any other 
boiy of authority. "3at this principle"' naid 
Judge Cooley, "does not ;<reclude conferring 
local powers of government upon local powers, 
according to the immemorial practice of our 
race and country, nor the giving to them a gen- 
eral authority to legislate 
on their 
own 


affairs." 
Nor 
does 
the 
principal 


dtny to them the right of determining the man- 
ner and occasion of their exercise of Kuch su- 
thority, a right which ia contained in, because it 
ia necessary to, the e.^ercise of the authority 
itself. "The seat of government may he changed 
by the governor and legislative assembly," The 
act of cwanging the scat of government will be 
an exercise of legislative power. Must the gov- 
ernor and legislature go into a canrt of chancery 
"t > inquire in WJat manner they can exercise th'at 
power? I£ so, their cxercite of it ia subject to 
a condition of dependancy on another part of 
the constitution tint goes to the very existence 
of the power which has been lodged in the legis- 
lative part exclusively. 


The appointment of a commission to select a 


new place for the seat of local government, and 
provice the necessary accommodations in that 
place, is not a redelegation of the power to 
change the seat of government which has been 
expressly delegated to the governor and the leg- 
islative asse.ubly. It is simply a .mode of their 
exercise of it, or rather the employment by 
them, of a convenient instrument in exercising 
it. It is not the commission which has changed 
the seat of local government in Dakota. Tbe 
governor and the legislature have clone that by 
enacting a 'aw for that purpose, and designated 
some persons, called commissioners, a<» ibeir 
agents or assistants, in conveying the law into 
effect. 


Che opinion that the commissioners have not 


3cen lawfully appointed because they were 
named in the act, instead of being nominated by 


. the governor and a single chamber of the .egis 


latnre is no more than a mere technical objec- 
tion. The commissioners, who were not ap- 
pointed ay the governor and a single cham oer 
of tje .egislature certai nly were appointed by 
the governor and both chambers of the legisla- 
ture, by the passage of the act by all three of 
them. Surely ah appointment made 'by the 
concurrent action of all three oughv to be as 
good 
as 
an 
appointment 
made 
by 


the concurrence of only two. And particularly 
as the special commissioners in this case are 
not of the body of subordinates of the adminis- 
tration, -in whose appointment congress has given 
the initiative power to the governor, and the 
assenting power to the senate only; but are in a 
particular sense agents of the legislative power. 


For the reasons thus briefly ine icated the 


Times is inclined to think that Judge Edgerton'n 
decision was erroneous, anc will not baj upheld 
by the supreme court to which the question wi J 
be carried. It looks a gooa deal like an assump- 
tion of what Is called "judicial supremacy" by 
some lawyers, and government by injunction, 
or by mane amna jy otaer -awyers—a metaod of 
government which is bound to involve,' in all 
cases, at least one awkward and undesirable 
consequence, in that it jrings the different 
parts of the constitution, which ought to 30 anc 
are meant to be independent of each other, into 
c< nflict with each other.

wings of the consolidated building intended fur 
the three depaitnwnta, as they arei now connected 
on the eastern side pointing to the president's 
house. When the entire edifice is finished the 
war department will be in the north end, the 
navy in the centre, and the state in the south, 
with its principal front over.ookicg a park 
which extends to the Washington monument 
and the Potomac.

lishing, do moro to perpetuate his memory than 
the &jaft that lifts its gidcy haigit from tbe 
banks of the Potomac to the clouds above it? 
"he effort in honoring the memory of ^Qarfield, 
taking shape, as it did, in the contemplated es- 
tablishment of a hospital, is far more creditable 
to tbe Americans than the erection of a statue 
would have been. Good is thus done for a time 
as far Distant as we can glimpse into the future, 
and the inrmory of the murdered president kept 
as'gieen as any marble shaft or bronze effigy can 
preserve it.

ritory ty obey the commandj of the executive 
is inc eed surprising, ana while it may appear to 
DO well grounded, at first perusal, upon investi- 
gation and consideration it will be seen that the 
secretary has assumed a c ignity anc haujj ity in- 
dependence which is extremely repulsive to all 
intelligent and well balanced men. In the first 
place, the governor is requirec jjby the organic 
act to see that all^the laws of the territory are 
faithfully executec. 3e is, by virtue of his 
position, the one who must look to the interests 
of the people of the territory. 
The essential 


point in the organization of a territory is to se- 
cure a seat, [of "government, where the public 
business shal, be transacted. Now, then, Judge 
jLdgerton has stated to the CKIBUSE that he did 
not declare the capital removal bill unconstitu- 
tional, hence Yankton cannot ae the capital of 
the territory, as the act referred to says that the 
public business shal be transacted at that ppint 
until the capitol building is completed, unless 
the governor shall, by written order, require the 
records to be removed therefrom. 


Who is this man Teller—a ue wly appointed 


subordinate—that be shoa d attempt to usurp 
the authority of the governor and declare hi m- 
self free and independent of territorial restric- 
tions? Does he mean to say that he cornea here 
as a mere secretary,"and before ha remains in 
the territory long enoug i to know its dimen- 
sions, climate or people—in fact, while he is the 
veriest,tenc erf oot—seta himself up as a separate 
and supreme department o: the territorial gov- 
ernment, and ignores the commands of the ex- 
ecutive?

Those BIsmarckians who were fortunate 


enough to have arisen from their couches at an 
early hour Saturday morning were treated to a 
view of oafT^ the most sublime miragenn phe- 
nomena ever/witnessed in Dakota. It appeared 
in the air ta the southward and represented a 
body of water upon whose placia bosom a num- 
ler of boats were swaying, ana flitting sails 
sparkled and glistened as the multiferoua ma- 
noeveringn\formed prisims, parallelograms or 
crystals in t«MS air.

Although aware of 
the fact that it was a mere reflection of a lake or 
ocsan huncrcds of miles away, as one looked 
out into the depths of the atmospheric depths of 
transparent ^sheen <he could but realize how 
small an atom ae was amid the mighty spheres 
of infinitude. It was like gazing ont onto the 
boundless aillowy ocean or peering dazed and 
bewildered into the impenetrable recesses of a 
vast wilderness1. 
Just as the mirage had 


reached its most'perfect beauty it began to fade 
anc in an inetant it vanished without even 
dampening the meadows or leaving a dew drop 
on the thirsty suds. Yes, it disappeared, anc 
then came the wonderment anc. wierc .conjec- 
turing of the bewildered humans. Perhaps that 
scene represented on the great lakes of Superior 
or Michigan;\it may have b-sen a reflection from 
one of the oceans or the gulf; perhaps the sun 
in its all-absorbing arightness snatched this 
watery panoramic view from the history en- 
shrined Mediterranean or the blood stained 
Baltic. However this may be, no human mind 
will ever know, or tongue proclaim, bnt its over- 
awing sublimity will ever be remembered by 
the startled and delighted few who composed 
its spell bound auccence.

When at its 
jighest speed tbe pusher met the train loaded 
with paa=cngers, which was also puffing along at 
the rate of over twenty miles an hour. It was a 
wild, and awfu! moment. The engineers and 
firemen of both engines sjazed at raoh other one 
painful agonizing second; the levers were re- 
versedj'a short, spasmodic wnistle screechec 
wild with terror, and with a 
1< nd, grinding 


crash the great flying bodies of iron came to- 
gether, and the engine attac> ed to the passen- 
ger trai a rolled over into the ditch, tearing the 
baggage car to pieces and throwing the hun- 
dreds of pas-engers headlong from their seat*. 
The fireman of the falling engine, named Tom 
Collins, was caught between t ic engine ana ten- 
der and carried with them to the ground. He n as 
so firmly grasped by the hideous trap that

while a .arge force of men were endeavoring to 
extricate him, be suffered nntold pangs of pain 
anc fear. His reason did not leave him until he 
died, after he had been removed from the wreclr, 
and what thoughts flashed through his mind as 
he looked, helpless fti-rl terrified at the throng 
of strangers who gathered about him, must be 
imagined by the reader. Almost immediate,y 
upon hii release from the wreck he died, and 
his soal waa on the swift, no iseless train to eter- 
nit3*.

McLain, waa quite seriously injured, having his 
arms broken and orher severe vfouncs abont tbe 
heac and booy, bnt will recover. Neither the 
engineer nor fireman of the "pusher" were in- 
jureo.

Miller, the en- 
gineer of the pnaber, has ac^now.edgec that'his 
care easness was tbe cause of the wreci, anc it 
is thought that he"wiL.be arrested for criminal 
carelessness anc. helc responsible for the dcata 
of the fireman It ia safe to presume, however, 
that he has already sneered more than years of 
imprisonment.
